REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The committee were fortunate to secure the services of 
experienced and able teachers, and feel that excellent 
work was done. Three terms, of thirty-one weeks, were 
taught. 

Through the efforts of the teacher and scholars, an 
organ was secured at Corser Hill. Some repairs will be 
needed in the schoolroom, also, at Bashan. The amount 
allowed by law would seem sufficient to meet that expense. 

The expense of teaching vocal music, amounting to 
about one hundred dollars, takes that amount from the 
‘school funds, and an article in the warrant asks you to 
appropriate one hundred dollars for that purpose. 

A new method of accounting of receipts and expendi- 
tures has been devised by the tax commission, which will 
appear in connection with this report. 

Compulsory vaccination of all school children will be 
required by the state board of health before commence- 
ment of the next school year. 

Following is the estimate of expenses for the items for 
the ensuing year: 


Tuition for high school scholars, $250.00 
Text-books and supplies, $75.00
